Shefield.—Sir Robert Hadfield 
and the directors of Hadfield’s Ltd, |. 
Sheffield, entertained the president 
of the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
Mr. E. F. C.'French, and the. Wor- 
shipful Company of Blacksmiths at 
| the Sheffield -works, The’ Black. 
smiths’ Company is one of tle most 
ancient of the old, industrial guilds, 
being firet incorporated in the reign 
of Edward II, in 1325. 

Sir Robert Hadfield, welcoming 
the guests, said the firm was now

To iilustrate the disadvantage, 
the case of a shipwreck is mention- 
ed.

"vessel, would have to indemnify all 
members of the crew. In.justice, 
the shipowner should not be made 
to puy for. something “outside his
